CHILDREN abused by a Southend 
paedophile ring in the 1980s were 
also transported to addresses in 
Basildon, Havering and Tower 
Hamlets, according to documents 
seen by the Yellow Advertiser. 

The papers detail evidence given 
to an investigator by a whistle¬ 
blowing ex-social worker in 2000. 

The whistleblower claimed chil¬ 
dren’s services in Southend had 


been “in chaos” when the ring was 
investigated and professionals 
struggled to get authorities to take 
the allegations seriously. 

Several local charities tasked with 
providing therapy to the boys 
abused by the ring started receiving 
disclosures about men who had 
abused them, the documents said. 

The charities pooled resources to 
“collate information on pae¬ 
dophiles, given by the children to 
those working directly with them”. 

Soon, the files said, “informa¬ 
tion was coming out about people 
working in the statutory agencies” 


- including social workers and 
police officers. 

But the authorities did not sup¬ 
port the charities and failed to fol¬ 
low up on their information, the 
source claimed. 

The whistleblower told the inves¬ 
tigator they then received “threats” 

- although they did not say where 
from - “that if [their charity] did not 
shut up about child sex abuse, its 
grant would be removed”. 

The claims are contained in cor¬ 
respondence and minutes docu¬ 
menting the whistleblower’s evi¬ 
dence to Helen Kenward, a child

protection specialist hired by 
Essex County Council in the late 
1990s to investigate historic abuse 
allegations linked to County Hall. 

The claims are corroborated by 
contemporaneous documents, writ¬ 
ten by representatives of the chari¬ 
ties involved and seen by the YA. 

In March, the county council con¬ 
firmed the existence of the 
Kenward Report after the YA learnt 
it had been shared with police 
investigating the 1980s “Shoebury 
Sex Ring”. 

Two men were prosecuted and 
described in court as the “leaders” of 
the ring in 1990, but in recent years 
a YA campaign has forced police to 
reopen the case after whistleblowers 
questioned why none of the other 
alleged abusers identified by the vic¬ 
tims were brought to justice.

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Robbery trio j ailed 

“Smart” police officers chase and catch gang on foot after 4am attack in Southend’s Lucy Road 


THREE men have been jailed after 
pleading guilty to a robbery in 
Southend. 

Donamiche Scarlett, 23, of Daniels 
Road, Peckham, and Akiff Ali, 20, of 
Mannin Road, Romford, appeared at 
Basildon Crown Court on Friday, 
April 13. 

Ervin Balliu, 20, of Medici Close, 
Ilford, admitted robbery and being in 
possession of a knife in a public 
place. 

All three were sentenced at 
Basildon Crown Court on Friday, 
May 4. 

The court heard how a man was 
walking in Lucy Road when Ali ran 
up to him and wrestled him to the 
ground, at around 4.40am on 
Saturday, January 20. 


Balliu and Scarlett assisted Ali in 
holding the victim down before they 
took a three-figure sum of cash out of 
his pocket. 

Shortly before the incident, two 
officers had been viewing council 
CCTV at the scene using their mobile 
phones. 

They responded and arrested all 
three men following a chase on foot. 
Balliu was then found to be in pos¬ 
session of a lock knife. 

Balliu was sentenced to 42 months 
in jail, while Scarlett and Ali were 
each handed a 40 month jail term. 

Investigating officer DC Andrew 
Coles, of Southend CID, said: “This 
case is a fantastic example of how we 
use our mobile phones to respond to 
live incidents. 


“The technology was invaluable in 
helping officers make arrests imme¬ 
diately following the robbery, and the 
fact that these three offenders have 
been jailed today is immensely satis¬ 
fying. 

“Thank you to the victim for sup¬ 
porting the investigation. I hope it 
brings some closure and helps him 
move on after this awful incident.” 

In October 2016, 2,000 new smart¬ 
phones were issued to officers 
through the Mobile First programme. 

These phones provide apps that 
allow officers to access local CCTV 
to view as-it-happens footage. 

In this case, officers arrived on 
scene in less than a minute after view¬ 
ing CCTV on their police smart¬ 
phones.

Hospital radio backs campaign to get patients moving

Scheme aims to help elderly patients get up and dressed for faster return to home 


SOUTHEND Hospital Radio and 
Essex-based radio amateurs are get¬ 
ting behind a new NHS campaign 
called EndPJParalysis. 

This nationwide NHS scheme 
encourages patients in hospital to 
get up, get dressed and get moving, 
so that they can get home quicker. 

Southend Hospital Radio’s team 
recently interviewed the campaign’s 
founder, Prof. Brian Dolan, who has 
offered patients a number of tips on 
how to get more active. The inter¬ 
view is being broadcast regularly to 
patients, and is also available on the 
radio station’s website. 

Prof. Dolan says that patients can 
suffer from something called decon¬ 
ditioning: “If you are 80 years of 
age and spend 10 days in a hospital 
bed, you will lose up to 20 per cent 


of your quads power (the big mus¬ 
cles at the back of your thighs), 1.5 
kilos of muscle mass, and have an 
ongoing weakness in those muscles 
for 3-5 years after discharge.” 

This month sees the launch of the 
radio call sign GB1NHS, which has 
been issued to the NHS to help raise 
awareness with the millions of radio 
amateurs around the globe. Local 
amateur radio group Essex Ham is 
supporting this initiative, and will 
be linking up with Southend 
Hospital Radio to help spread the 
work and ‘End PJ Paralysis. 

Prof. Dolan added: “Amateur 
radio has this extraordinary capaci¬ 
ty globally to boost the social move¬ 
ment. This is a global story. We’re 
hoping to be able to link up with 
hospital radio stations, to help 


spread the message to patients at the 
same time as promoting NHS initia¬ 
tives using amateur radio.” 

Pete Sipple, Chairman of 
Southend Hospital Radio, said: 
"We’re proud that we have the 
opportunity to support this national 
campaign, and to pass on simple, 
valuable tips and information to our 
listeners. The advice will hopefully 
help patients to think more about 
the benefits of getting up, dressed 
and home to their families that little 
bit more quickly.” 

Southend Hospital Radio is cur¬ 
rently looking for volunteers to join 
its enthusiastic team.

Documents reveal the Shoebury 
whistleblower told Kenward they had 
formed the opinion that children’s ser¬ 
vices in Southend were “in chaos”. 

The informant was a former county 
council social worker but at the time of 
the Shoebury investigation, in 1989, 
worked for a charity commissioned by 
the council to counsel child victims. 

A record of their evidence to 
Kenward stated: “The social workers 
were demoralised and there were staff 


employed in Southend who otherwise 
would probably not have got a job in 
other areas, due to the difficulty in 
recruiting staff. There was a high level 
of anxiety about child sex abuse not 
being investigated.” 

The source told Kenward that during 
the investigation, their charity received 
“lots” of phone calls with tip-offs about 
alleged abuse, some connected to the 
ring and others not. 

Many of the calls came from schools 
and one came from a magistrate, who 


“alleged that her daughter had been 
sexually assaulted in the park by a 
police officer and other police officers 
had not investigated.” 

Kenward’s source is amongst numer¬ 
ous former child protection workers who 
have spoken to Essex Police as part of its 
reinvestigation of the Shoebury ring. 

The county council has refused to 
release the Kenward Report, claiming 
there is “no public interest” in doing so, 
and has also refused to answer basic 
questions about its contents.

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Court cuts sentence 
of flare-killer teens

TWO teenage killers have had 
their sentences almost halved 
after claiming they killed a 
man by accident during a prank 
that went wrong. 

Keani Hobbs, 18, formerly of 
Stagden Cross, and a 16-year- 
old boy from south London, 
who cannot be named because 
of his age, were convicted last 
summer of the manslaughter of 
Vilson Meshi. 

A trial at Chelmsford Crown 
Court heard the pair stole 
marine distress flares from a 
boat at Pitsea Marina, then 
tossed one into Mr Meshi’s car 
as he slept in a car park in 
Pincey Mead, Pitsea. 

Mr Meshi, 31, had travelled 
to Basildon from Glossop as he 
was due to look after his chil¬ 
dren, who lived in Pitsea with 
their mother, the following day. 

He had decided to sleep in his 
car and pick them up first thing 
in the morning. 

At trial the teenage boy 
admitted he had already been 
into Mr Meshi’s car once to 
steal his wallet and mobile 
phone to raise money for 
drugs. 

But he denied knowing Mr 
Meshi was inside. 

He said he, Hobbs and others

returned to throw a flare into 
the car as “a joke”. 

He said Hobbs filmed the 
incident on a mobile phone but 
the footage was never recov¬ 
ered by police. 

Hobbs did not testify. 

The defendants used a so- 
called “cut-throat defence” 
where each blamed the other 
for throwing the flare into the 
car but both were convicted. 

Hobbs was sentenced to nine 
years and the boy to six. 

At the Court of Appeal last 
week, lawyers conceded the 
pair had known Mr Meshi was 
asleep inside the vehicle but 
claimed they had not anticipat¬ 
ed how dangerous it was to 
throw a flare inside. 


The court decided to reduce 
their sentences. 

Lord Burnett, the Lord Chief 
Justice of England and Wales, 
told the court the incident was 
a “prank which gave rise to 
dreadful and tragic conse¬ 
quences”. 

He said: “They expected to 
wake the sleeping occupant out 
of the car and watch his reac¬ 
tion as he sought to get out of 
the vehicle as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. 

“They would not have known 
that marine flares burn at a 
much higher temperature than 
ordinary fireworks, with an 
exceptional intensity and that 
the chemicals are especially 
toxic. 


“They must have appreciated 
that Mr Meshi would cough 
and splutter, a moment’s 
thought would have led anyone 
to conclude that some injury 
might be suffered from inhal¬ 
ing smoke and fumes and also 
that in scrambling from the car 
its occupant might hurt him¬ 
self. But in terms of culpability 
the circumstances fall at a rela¬ 
tively low level.” 

Sitting with two other judges, 
Lord Burnett said the original 
sentences did not take enough 
account of the “reckless” 
nature of the crime or the youth 
of both offenders. 

The court rejected a bid by 
Hobbs to have her conviction 
overturned.

Extra trains in £46m upgrade 


SOUTHEND passengers are 
set to benefit from a better 
railway as work ramps up to 
upgrade Southend’s Victoria 
branch line. 

Network Rail is replacing 
the overhead wiring system, 
which includes the wires and 
structures, as part of a £46m 
investment. 

This investment will 
improve reliability and allow 
for new trains and more ser¬ 
vices to run between Southend 
Victoria and London 
Liverpool Street. 

The programme is a key part 
of Network Rail’s Railway 
Upgrade Plan to provide a 
bigger and better railway, 
including: 

• fewer delays and cancella¬ 
tions - especially in hot 
weather 

• allowing for more train 
services, to support the grow¬ 
ing number of passengers and 


local economy, including the 
busy airport 

• supporting the introduc¬ 
tion of Greater Anglia’s new 
trains which will start to come 
into service from 2019 with 
fast, free wifi, air condition¬ 
ing, and USB sockets 

The wiring system currently 
in place was installed in the 
1950s and needs to be 
replaced in order to continue 
to run trains on the line. 

To speed up the programme 
and deliver these benefits 
quickly, some of the work will 
be carried out during the 
night. This means that late 
night services will be affected 
from 9:30pm Monday to 
Wednesday from Monday 
June 4 to Wednesday October 
10. During this time, structure 
and steelwork will take place, 
to prepare for the installation 
of overhead wires. 

Meliha Duymaz, Network 


Rail’s route managing director 
for Anglia, said: “These 
improvements will make a 
real difference to Southend 
passengers as part of our 
Railway Upgrade Plan. This 
isn’t just about improving reli¬ 
ability, but creating the foun¬ 
dations for future improve¬ 
ments, including new trains 
and more services, for the 
growing number of passen¬ 
gers using this line. I appreci¬ 
ate that the closures are incon¬ 
venient but the work is essen¬ 
tial to improving the rail ser¬ 
vice for this region.” 

Jamie Buries, Greater 
Anglia managing director, 
said: “We realise that these 
engineering works are incon¬ 
veniencing customers, but the 
work is vital if we are to trans¬ 
form the railway. We will 
ensure that people can still 
complete their journeys, even 
if part of it is by bus.”

Underwater 
car park bid 
is ludicrous 

AND the con goes on and on, 
but just who are they really 
conning, the people or 
themselves? 

We are of course referring to 
Southend Council’s latest 
desperate attempt to convince 
everyone that they can find the 
money to build their seafront 
carbuncle masquerading as a 
museum. 

They now expect us to 
believe they can build their 
submarine car park and use the 
revenue generated from the 
mooring fees to pay for the 
construction of their vanity 
project at a future date. 

Excuse us, but we just need 
to take a minute at this point 
to stop laughing before we 
point out the obvious flaws in 
this ludicrous scheme. 

For starters, where is the 
money coming from to build 
the car park? 

A fact which even they 
cannot deny is they don’t have 
any money to build the car 
park in the first place. 

They constantly tell us that 
the coffers are empty, that they 
can’t afford to repair the roads 
and all our services have to be 
cut and yet they think they can 
find tens of millions to build 
this underwater car park. 

Furthermore, how long will 
it take to raise over £50m to 
build their giant edifice on top 
of the boat park? 

Given that the seaway car 
park, which they are selling off 


for just £1 to developers, is 
roughly the same capacity as 
the proposed new car park and 
generates about £lm per year; 
that means they will have to 
squirrel away money for over 
50 years before they can afford 
to build their fantasy and that’s 
50 years at current 
construction costs. 

Furthermore, are they really 
saying that they are prepared 
to sit on that money for 
decades whilst all the time the 
town falls apart due to the lack 
of funds? 

SKIPP has been pointing out 
for years the entire concept of 
a subterranean car park on the 
cliff site is fundamentally 
flawed on environmental 
grounds. 

The car park they are 
proposing will be below 
current sea level in an area 
which is already subjected to 
regular flooding from the sea 
and this is before the effects of 
sea level rise are taken into 
account. 

When this ill-conceived 
project was first proposed the 
council as per the legal 
requirement conducted a flood 
risk assessment as part of their 
options appraisal study. 

This flood risk assessment 
clearly showed that the risk of 
flooding in the area is very 
high and would, over the 
proceeding decades, rapidly 
increase due to sea level rise to 
a point where a major flooding 
incident will occur on an 
annual basis. 

Obviously they could reduce 
that risk by building huge new 
flood defences along the 
seafront. But yet again they 


don’t have any money to build 
them. Furthermore their public 
documentation refuses to 
accept there is any risk in the 
first place. 

How can this be? you may 
ask. Well it’s simple really, the 
risk figure that they are 
publicly using is the risk based 
on an average across the entire 
height of the cliffs. 

Or in other words they are 
quoting the flood risk at a 
height of about 30ft above 
ground level. That’s three 
floors up! 

The funny thing is when we 
ask the then councillor in 
charge to justify this he said 
“it wasn’t an issue as nothing 
valuable would be kept on the 
lower floors anyway”. 

Not so great if your car is in 
the submarine car park though. 

Stop peddling this nonsense 
and insulting our intelligence 
and accept that it is time to 
“drop the dead donkey”.

In an interview 
with the YA, 
Donovan 
revealed he 
was worried 
the public 
would 
not be 
interest¬ 
ed in 


his life story, however initial reac¬ 
tion to the show has pleasantly 
surprised him. “It is so humbling 
to be selling out theatres across 
the country. My fans are the best,” 
he exclaimed. 

He was the ultimate ’80s heart- 
throb who commanded a TV audi¬ 
ence of 22million in Neighbours, 
dated Kylie Minogue and went on 
to score no fewer than 16 hit sin¬ 
gles, sell over 30m records world¬ 
wide and appear in a series of hit 
West End musicals. 

But at the time, it didn’t make 
him happy. Pigeonholed and mar¬ 
ginalised as a teen heart-throb 
and family entertainer, Donovan’s 
desire to shake-off this image and 
be cool and credible resulted in 
him famously collapsing during a 
cocaine-fuelled binge at Johnny 
Depp and Kate Moss’s party. 

“My dad always said to me, the 
secret to a long and happy life is 
not to take it all too seriously. I’ve 
been on the edge, pushed my life 
to the extreme and come back 
from it which has actually made 
me stronger and made me realise 
what I don’t want to do with my 
life,” he mused. 

“I think perhaps the key to a 
good life is keeping a balance 
both physically and mentally and 
the realisation that success is not 
the key to happiness, happiness is 
the key to success.” 


Meeting his wife and the subse¬ 
quent birth of his children forced 
Donovan to re-evaluate his life. He 
reinvigorated his career on reality 
TV programmes I’m A Celebrity... 
Get Me Out Of Here! and Strictly 
Come Dancing. 

“In the past I’ve either been too 
young, too busy or too dazed and 
confused to be able to make 
sense my life. But now, on the eve 
of my fiftieth birthday - and older 
and wiser, if a little more weath¬ 
ered - I believe that I am finally in 
a position to put my life into per¬ 
spective,” he said. 

“I’m in a great place, surrounded 
by good people and don’t feel like 
I need to prove myself any more.” 

Now, aged 49 and three-quar¬ 
ters, and with a wealth of tantalis¬

ENTEBBE (12A, 107mins) 

T 'HE real-life hijacking of an 
Air France flight in June 
1976 by members of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation 
f of Palestine, and a subsequent 
1 rescue mission led by Israeli 
Defence Forces (IDF), are terrific 
f raw ingredients for an edge-of- 
seat geo-political thriller. 

Director Jose Padilha 
L would seem to be the 
perfect choice to 
1 1 \ crank up tension as 

^ t the fates of terror- 
i i ists, hostages and 
■] vM'A commandos col- 
IH \ lide head-on at 
Entebbe airport in 
Uganda. 

The award-win¬ 
ning Brazilian 
filmmaker 
stormed the 
festival circuit 


in 2007 with his debut Elite Squad, a 
gritty portrait of crime, punishment 
and machismo set in the favelas of 
Rio de Janeiro. 

Regrettably, the qualities that set 
Elite Squad apart are sorely lacking 
from this crushingly dull modern his¬ 
tory lesson which relies on a surfeit 
of slow-motion camerawork. 

The most exciting element of 
Padilha’s underwhelming film is a 
contemporary dance performance 
that punctuates all of the turgid to 
and fro between members of the 
Israeli cabinet led by Yitzhak Rabin 
and the hostage takers. 

Shortly after Air France flight 139 
departs Tel Aviv carrying predomi¬ 
nantly Israeli and Jewish passengers, 
German revolutionaries Wilfried Bose 
(Daniel Bruhl), Brigitte Kuhlmann 
(Rosamund Pike) and their accom¬ 
plices retrieve guns from hand lug¬ 
gage and storm the cockpit. 

The plane is diverted to Benghazi 
in Libya, where they spend several 
hours on the run¬ 
way then, 


Uganda, where they become the 
guests of the country’s fearsome 
president, Idi Amin (Nonso Anozie). 

Rabin (Lior Ashkenazi) and the rest 
of the Israeli cabinet, including min¬ 
ister of defence Shimon Peres 
(Eddie Marsan), are faced with a ran¬ 
som demand: the lives of the pas¬ 
sengers for the release of prisoners. 

While Rabin advocates diplomacy 
to defuse a volatile situation, Peres 
refuses to negotiate and conceives a 
plan for IDF forces to neutralise the 
threat in a daring raid. 

“If I were still a general, I would 
never approve this mission,” laments 
Rabin as he shoulders the burden of 
his country’s expectations of a blood¬ 
less resolution to the crisis. 

Entebbe takes 107 turgid minutes 
to oscillate back and forth between 
the two camps, reiterating conflict¬ 
ing political stances without delving 
into the meaty back stories of the 
characters spouting those words. 

Bruhl and Pike are squandered in 
i thankless roles devoid of verbal fire¬ 
works and emotional complexity.

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Suzuki gets sporty with new Swift 



By Chris Russon 


SWIFT by name and swift 
by nature - that’s what 
happens when Suzuki gets 
sporty with its latest 
supermini. 

A new Swift Sport is due 
for release in June and this 
one is the quickest yet. 

Set to deliver the goods in 
no uncertain terms, the 
new Swift Sport has fun 
stamped all over it. 

As a five-door only it is 
dressed to look the part 
and comes with a 1.4-litre 
turbo petrol engine boosted 
to deliver 140ps. 

Significantly the engine 
has a healthy torque curve 
and with lightweight con¬ 
struction - it weighs in at 
less than a tonne - the 
Swift Sport has a mean 
punch. 

On paper, 0 to 60 takes 
8.1 seconds and the Swift 
Sport tops out at 130mph 
but work it through the 
gears and it flies. 

There’s more than enough 
oomph to keep any enthu¬ 
siast happy and Suzuki has 


priced its new model 
cleverly. 

At £17,999 it is £1,500 
above the rest of the Swift 
pack but more than £2,000 
cheaper than others such 
as the Peugeot 208 GTi, 
Renault’s hot Clio and the 
Vauxhall Corsa VXR. 

There is also the likeli¬ 
hood of a keen PCP rate 
with no deposit and pay¬ 
ments of less than £250 a 
month. At that point the 
Swift Sport stacks up in 
compelling fashion for 
those who want a bit of 
pep for their pounds. 

Slightly bigger than the 
model it replaces the new 
Sport is some 40mm wider 
than the current hatchback. 

It also sits lower, can be 
had with some snazzy paint 
jobs and comes with styled 
17-inch alloy wheels. 

Everything is in the price - 
and that includes special 
paint finishes - and the 
equipment list is fully 
complete including sat nav, 
adaptive cruise control and 
full smartphone 
compatibility. 


Sporty tweaks include 
carbon effect extensions 
for the skirt, sills and rear 
diffuser, while the tail is set 
off with a roof mounted 
spoiler with twin exhausts 
at the side. 

With blacked out roof 
pillars and darkened 
privacy glass, the Swift 
Sport has standout looks - 
not least in its very bright 


Champion Yellow body 
colour borrowed from the 
Suzuki Works Rally team. 

It is one of six colours for 
the Sport and the sporty 
theme continues inside with 
red trim inserts in the 
dashboard, supportive 
seats and bespoke 
instrumentation. There’s a 
red finish to the rev counter 
and the central instrument 


panel scrolls through some 
interesting displays 
including a G-meter, torque 
and power gauges and a 
turbo boost readout. 

Suzuki is proud about the 
punch the Swift Sport 
packs - and torque is up 
some 44 per cent on the 
previous, bigger engined 
version. There is nothing 
fake or flimsy about the 


engineering and the Swift 
Sport sits on Monroe shock 
absorbers and handles in 
sweet fashion. 

At the launch event in the 
mountains of southern 
Spain it was agile and 
responsive, benefiting from 
the low weight high torque 
configuration. 

Fuel economy of 38 to the 
gallon on our run on the 
roads around Ronda while 
officially the Swift Sport is 
rated at 50.4mpg with 
emissions of 125g/km. 

Compared to the previous 
model it is better on every 
front and reaps the rewards 
of Suzuki’s latest 
technology. 

In the Swift Sport it 
comes into its own with a 
rigid construction that at 
975kg is 80 kilos lighter - 
and for sporty little hatches 
that is a vital component. 

In its way it has as much 
about it as any other GTI 
and more than makes up 
for any shortcomings in 
straight line performance 
with some nifty handling in 
a very affordable little car.

West Ham outfox Leicester to secure Premier League status

WEST Ham United retained their 
place in the Premier League after 
goals from Joao Mario and Mark 
Noble earned the Hammers a vital 
victory on Saturday. 

Hosts Leicester went into the game 
without a win in their previous four 
league outings and earning criticism 
from sections of their supporters 
who had indicated that the players’ 
minds were already “on the beach”. 

Claude Puel made five changes to 
the side that was humiliated at 
Crystal Palace last week, his own 
position under scrutiny following 
suggestions of dressing room unrest. 

It had been another turbulent 
week for West Ham. A bust-up 
between David Moyes and Andy 
Carroll, hot on the heels of succes¬ 
sive 4-1 defeats, had again left fans 
scratching their heads as their 
charges remained embroiled in a 
desperate scrap to avoid the drop. 

Leicester hadn’t tasted victory at 
home since the middle of January, 
and they made a nervy start with 
Manuel Lanzini unlucky to see his 
strike deflect off teammate Marko 
Arnautovic, while Pablo Zabaleta 
nodded wide after Arthur Masuaku 
had picked him out from the left. 

Leicester keeper Hamer thwarted 
Arnautovic with his feet after 
Lanzini had threaded him through, 
then the powerful Austrian sent a 
crisp volley against the bar as the 
east Londoners continued to press. 

The game had become a dour, 
untidy midfield struggle, but just 
after the half-hour mark West Ham 


grabbed a vital advantage. Masuaku 
picked out Arnautovic, who set up 
Mario for the simplest of tap-ins. 

Riyad Mahrez was off-target as 
Leicester offered a threat while 
Lanzini hit the side netting as the 
visitors finished the half on the 
front foot. 

Puel clearly sent his side out for the 
second period with a flea in their ear. 
Mahrez forced Adrian to fist clear as 
the Foxes increased the intensity. 

However, they survived a scare 
when Christian Fuchs and Hamza 
Choudhury combined to snub out 
Arnautovic as he looked to double 
the Hammers’ advantage. 

Mahrez fired another attempt 
over as Leicester searched for 
some rhythm. But soon after 
Hammers skipper Noble lashed 
home from 25 yards after the 
Foxes had made a hash of clearing 
Mario’s deep free-kick. 

Under extreme pressure, this had 
been a thoroughly professional dis¬ 
play to earn West Ham their third 
away success of a torrid campaign, 
lifting them four points above the 
drop zone. 

Their place in the top flight was 
later confirmed when Southampton 
were pegged back by a goal deep 
into stoppage-time at Everton. 

Speaking after the match, Moyes 
said: “I thought it was really good, 
especially first half, but it was the 
result that mattered. 

“I think everyone was aware of the 
importance of the game, three to go, 
the sooner we got a win the better 
and I thought the players went about 
it in the right way today.” 

Moyes played down the ease in 
which his side had secured their suc¬ 
cess, adding: “I am trying to get us

being capable of that every week 
and not just on the odd occasion. 

“We were brave on the ball espe¬ 
cially in the first half, passed it 
well and maybe if we had been a 
bit more clinical up front we might 
have got even more.” 

Moyes was particularly impressed 
with the performance of Lanzini, 
adding: “There were times where he 
made the difference and we need 
him to do that. 

“We have missed him. I also 
think there are bits he can sharpen 
up on, but he’s a really important 
player. With him and Marko, they 
make things happen.” 

And the Hammers chief heaped 
praise on his skipper, adding: “I think 
if anybody was going to put the game 
out of sight it deserved to be Mark 
Noble because of what he does for 
the club and what he epitomises.” 

Meanwhile, Puel, remarked: “We 
saw the difference between a team 
playing for survival and just trying 


to finish the season.” 

West Ham return to Premier 
League action on Thursday, May 10 
when they face Manchester United 
at the London Stadium (7.45pm). 

The Hammers finish their league 
programme on Sunday when 
Everton are the visitors (3pm).

CHRIS Powell’s Blues had to be 
content with a share of the spoils 
on Saturday after a goalless draw 
against the ten-men Pirates.
